ANTHRACITE TRUST.

An Injunction against the Anthracite Coal Trust,
pursuant to the Sherman antitrust law, is a remedy
proposed by Attorney General Knox. In view of the
fact that the Sherman act5 has" been so often tried
without avail upon similar industrial monopolies the
proposal would not ecem to promise much, bur appear
rather to be in the line of an attempt by the Cabinet
to magnify the political significance of the Sherman
act and the victory in the Northern Securities case.

In any event, it behooves the Cabinet to take
thought for the time when the anthracite barons are
again free under the law to hoist the price of coal.
That opportunity will arrive next winter, when the
twelve months' tariff rebate expires, and it will be a
critical moment for the Roosevelt administration. Tile
campaign will have waxed fairly Interesting then, and
the political consequences of ten-doll- or fifteen-dolla- r

or even twenty-dolla- r coal would perhaps be disas-
trous.

Such a crisis would serve to recall the entire history
of the one-ye- rebate law, beginning with Mr. Roose-
velt's celebrated Cincinnati speech, in which he de
clared that the Anthracite Trust received no protec-
tion from the Dingley tariff. It would
his message In which he faced squarely about on the
entire tariff-tru- st question, and in which he contra-
dicted his Cincinnati assertion and recommended pla-
cing anthracite on the free list, and would bring
freshly to mind the fear and trembling in which Con-

gress finally followed his request
Soaring coal prices would reopen the whole question

of revision in the Republican ranks and what an
opening It would be for Iowaism! On the whole, it
appears that either the administration must break up
the Coal Trust or the Coal Trust will break up the
administration.

HOLDING THE FORT.

To hold the fort until Mr. Roosevelt returns from
the round of recreation in the "West Is the plainly dis-

cernible object of Postmaster General Payne and his
of department Integrity. From Payne's

standpoint It would seem to be rather a thankless
task since It Is extremely doubtful whether political
considerations will permit Mr. Roosevelt to rescue him
in any event; Indeed, it may be the better part of
strategy to have done with this past master of po-

litical arts and to cast him outside of the administra-
tive ramparts.

If he succeeds In keeping things from going to
pieces until Mr, Roosevelt arrives, Mr. Payne will
have served his purpose; there will be no further need
of his peculiarly tactful services, since public opinion
demands a revolutionary change in the method of in-

vestigating departmental concerns, and the adminis-
tration will be compelled to make at least a show of
rigorous procedure.

With fill his tact Payne has not possessed the art
which conceals art; the art to appear bent upon .un-

earthing the frauds while In reality he was suppress-
ing the scandal. At first all went well enough and
his talent for suppression was not perceived. He In-

stituted the proceedings and seemed to be wholly in
sympathy with a. purpose to learn the truth. But his
attitude toward Tulloch, coupled with the evident pro-
nounced solicitude for the political phase of the situa-
tion, has perfectly disclosed his policy and his peculiar
abilities.

It Is due to Mr. Payne that the administration has
been seen In an attitude of defense. When its position
should have been that of profound concern for the
good of the service and of open and straightforward
attack upon crime, it has been seen to cringe, alarmed
at public criticism and fearful of disaster for Itself.
By Its position It has acknowledged unqualified re-

sponsibility for tire evils which have been committed
by Its placeholders.

Friends of the administration have accentuated Its
weak position of defense and Its need of defenders by
rushing to the assistance of Payne during Mr. Roose- -

tration's weakness. Their noisy consternation gives

weight to the criminating statements of the man who

was in a position to know more than any of them, the
of the Washington Post Office, which ap-

pears to have been a sort of clearing-hous-e for many
fraudulent operations.

Mr. Roosevelt, upon his return, will fintl demoraliza-

tion reigning to some degree. Out of this it Is in-

cumbent upon him to biing seeuiliuess nnd order.

REVERSING THE LAUGH.
Let the boodlers aud their friends remember that

three swallows do not make a summer, aud that three
cases remanded for retrial because of technical errors

That the Faulkner and Lehmanu case.s must
be tiled again under circumstances which practically
Insure conviction would seem to rob the present occa-

sion of all joy and make it but a hollow victory for
boodle.

By its decision the Supreme Court has not weak-

ened the State's position: it has placed no new ob
stacle In the way of convictions; with respect to thr
two cases In question it has further armed the piose-cutlo-

These and the long series of remaining cases
will be carried forward with increasing assurance of
convicting and punishiug those who are guilty in fact
aud in law.

The three decisions so far have had the effect not
of discouraging but of strengthening public yynipathy
aud support for the State's cause. Let the boodlers
aud their sympathizers take what small satisfaction
they may find in the present situation, but let them
perceive the grim determination ou the part of the
State and the people.

He laughs best who laughs last. It Is by no means
Improbable that with the Meysenberg, Faulkner ami
I.ehmaun reversals boodle hopes have seen their
brightest days. These oases, coming first, have been
generally supposed by the legal profession to be the
least promising thus far appealed. Boodlers should
make the most of the technical levcrsals. It will come
the people's turn to laugh and how earnest will be
the rejoicing may be judged from the concern which
is now manifested when the stronger cases are ad-

judged.

CLEAR WATER ASSURED.
St. Louis public otticials consider the clear-wat-

problem practically solved. They are 'confident that
the settling and aeration process of clarification will
provide si satisfactory quality of water, that may be
still more improved, if necessary, as Mayor Wells
states, by the Installation of a filter plant.

Filtration would give the only final solution of the
problem. But theie is no doubt that by the settling
system which has been agreed upon a clean and fairly
healthful water will be supplied. Tills system affords
the best prepent means for Improvement and is cal-

culated to bring results in the shortest time. Not ouly
this; It is an advance In the direction of the most
eiheacious method of purification.

Mr. Adkins's decision to adopt the settling and aera-

tion process as soon as the basins can be altered by
cutting weirs in the connecting walls and accessory
arrangements completed Is a promise that a better
quality of water will be furnished at a comparatively
early date. That the improvements will meet with
much success cannot be questioned, as this process,
which is au essential feature cf the most elaborate
and scientific method of purification, is next best to
filtration. It is, in fact, but a step from this process
to filtration.

Citizens have good cause to commend the city gov-

ernment for adopting this plan of clarification. They
will not ouly get a better quality of water, but will
also have the assurance that the expensive and com-

plete Waterworks plant will not be abandoned, and
the further nssuranee that no speculative enterprise,
Involving an impounded supply, will be noticed.

Mr. Adklns proposes to provide clear water in the
near future, which means that clear water will bo pro-

vided quite awhile before the World's Fair is opened
In a year. Ho Intimates that, if necessary, a coagulant
will be used in order to give the water a greater clear-
ness. One thing Is certain by the process decided up-

on a far better quality of water will be supplied.
Against thla no one will object, except perhaps some
person or organ that would like to have the city en-

gage In costly speculation. The patrons and the citi-

zens will welcome any betterment, and especially a
betterment, as is proposed, that assures results on
common-sens- e plans.

FORTY-EIGH- T OF 'EM.

In all likelihood the Republican attempt will be to
bridge over nnothcr election with "Prosperity. As-

suming that Wall street's periodical squalls develop no
real tempests and that no other disordeis plunge the
country into panic in the Interim, we shall have again
to face the false conclusion that adapts itself to
any premise. Pointing to the things that are, the poli
ticians will extol the supposed bountiful virtues of Re-

publicanism. Already the advance agents are prepar
ing the way.

The prosperity promoters play upon superstition
and fear. They seek to hold us in awe of some deeply
mysterious alliance between prosperity and the Ding-le- y

tariff. We aro solemnly warned that, If the Ding
ley schedule is even so much as touched presto
away will vanish prosperity. "There must be no tariff
tinkering." It is as if some magic spell had been cast
over the tariff long ages ago, which it would be sacrl
lege to break; or, as If the Dingley bill were as old as
Egypt and had always enjoyed some sort of sacred im
munity.

It may be well now and then to tell the truth about
the tariff. As a matter of fact, the Dingley bill Is a
mere Impertinent and infantile obstruction, recently
raised by the friends of.monopoly. By actual count,
according to an official list prepared by the joint Con
gressional Committee of 1898, there have been just
forty-eigh- t of such obstructions raised by the Repub-
lican party In behalf of privileged Interests during the
short space of forty years, an average of more than
one a year which shows that even to the Republican
mind there Is nothing so very sacred about tariffs, and
demonstrates the insincerity of the warning, "Beware
how you touch tho Dingley bill!"

FIRE PROTECTIOX.
The construction and equipment of at least ten new

engine-house- s Is one of the projects contemplated In
the proposed bond issue for necessary public Improve-
ments. On June 13 tho quallUcd voters will have an
opportunity to authorize an increase of bonded In-

debtedness, for purposes which will be specified.
Chief Swlngley of the Fire Department asserts that

the protection against fire Is far from adequate In
fidine of the thickly populated parts of the city, and
even in vicinities of large hospitals, hotels and
scholastic institutions. He is also of the opinion that
the city might to great advantage improve the lire
service In the central district.

The necessity for new engine-house- s and apparatus
in residence districts, particularly in the growing
West End, Sir. Swlngley convincingly illustrates by
showing that there are only seven companies west ot
Vandeventer avepue. At times, he states. It has been
necessary to send downtown companies Into residence
districts.

West of Vandeventer there are places without nde- -

For the central district he favors the installation
of n pipe Hue, with a battery of pumps on the river
front. The line would extend about the heart of
town, with hydrants at the best locations. The pump
battery would give a stronger pressure. The sj stein
would insure many advantages, as tho flow could be
started before enough engines would arrive at a fire.

Surely, tho best standard of file protection is a
necessity. There are many engine-house- s and appa-
ratus. But there are not enough. The city has grown
enormously in the past few years. Many large build-
ings aud new homes have been erected. The city is
expanding, as well as increasing in population. New
conditions exist, and they should be met.

Mr. Swiugley has advocated betterment of the File
Department for many years. However, proposed Im-

provements could not be made ou account of lack of
funds. At least ten new lioustb should be built and
equipped; they are ui gently needed. The pipe-lin- e

system which the Chief desires to Install is not an ex-

periment. It has been thotoughly tested. These
would afford lire protection more ade-

quate to present conditions. It is to the interest of the
public that they shou'tl be made.

How can those of us who have to be amused get along
without the rich brogue and rollicking with of the man
with Gllhooley whiskers? Hon- - can tho torpid liver be
aroused and the cobwebs brushed out of the brainworlo
of busy men by a show that Is devoid of the old-ti- Irish
comedian? It Is tho declared purpose of the movement,
which originally started in the East, to "reform" tho
stage Irlshmnn, not to remove him. Its purpose Is to havo
the stage portrayals of Irish character "truer to nature."
But this opens up a larger question. If the conventional
typo of Irishman is to be driven from the stage, what Is
to become of the "down Bast Yankee." the typical stage
Englishman, the German, tho Dutch, the Hebrew and tho
Swede comedians? Aro they to be "reformed" also? Of
late vears the Dutch and the Hebrew comedians have held
the center of the stage, although the caricature of tho
man from the Emerald Isio Is still a popular favorite.

If tho stage Irishman Is to be "reformed" and stripped
of his exaggerations other nationalities are apt to Insist
that the grotesque portrayals, of their racial tv pes be "re-
formed." And then where will tho man with bilious mind
and sour stomach go to be amu'ed? There will be nothing
left for him but tho negro minstrel, nnd he Is becoming
almost extinct.

The Good Roads of Trance.
J. D. Cowles In the World y.

When Napoleon began his active military career, ho at
once Inaugurated a system of road building, and to his
foresight In planning, and to the skill of his engineers In
constructing, France owes her present standing as a model
to the roadmakers of the world. The original Roman
roads were built of solid flagstones placed side by side on
edge, making n perfectly solid rtructure. The cnglnoers of
Napoleon were probably the first to learn and act upon
the fact that broken stones closely packed together would
recement and form a solid bed. The recognition of this
fact brought about a revolution In greatly
reducing the cost without materially affecting its practical
durability, especially where a system of maintenance pre-

vails.
At the present time the French roads are divided IntQ

threo classes; the natlons.1 highways, which are kept In
order by tho state from a general fund; departmental high-
ways, which are at the charge of the department, and
township roads, which are constructed by the communes,
but receive aid for maintenance from the state or the
department. The national courses, as they are commonly
called, radiate from Paris like tho spokes from a wheel,
and connect that city with all tho Important cities and
departments of the country. These courses are broad and
are bordered with beautiful trees, which make the vista
a delight to those who ride for pleasure.
